REVIEW 

Steve Krenek iKRFJtek Software. Bon 3372 , Kansas City, MO 
66 10 3 i presents the strategy gaae enthusiast with two very 
sophisticated reai-tiae gaaes (especially considering tbey seea 
to be his first coaaercial effort) They sell for s 35 each and 
require 32k RAH (disk or cassette) and a joystick. They sees to 
boot up with or without BASIC installed, but the aanual says to 
reaove all cartridges. They boot op on XL aacbines without a 
translator. 

ROME and the Barbarians 
puts yon in couand of the Roaan Eapire in the year 400 A D. If 
you reaeaber your history, Roae was sacked by the barbarians in 
476 A D. If you can prevent this froa happening before the aaae 
ends in 476 A.D., you are doing very well indeed. 

All control over the aoveasnt of Roaan Legions and paid 
aercenar? Barbarians is by joystick. The units aove over a 
saoothly scrolling aap consisting of acre than a dozen screens 
containing aounteins, rivers, cities, oceans and clear terrain 
froa Scotland and Ireland in the northwest to Sicily. Carthage 
and Iilyria in the southeast. Three locations on the aap 
provide the only replaceaent areas where you can auster in new 
Roaan forces into your legions. You will need to protect at 
l;ast one of these 

The Option key gives you control over expenditures for 
aercenaries and gifts to allies. But quite often a barbarian 
tribe will take neither yoor pay nor your gifts. 5oaetiaes they 
take the aoney and desert you Even Roaan Legions nay rebel, 
especially if you let the tax revenues froa cities occupied by 
Roaan legions fall so aucb that the treasury is coapletely 
expended. The Select key will print a graphics screen listing 
of the naaes of each barbarian or Roaan force and the nuaber tin 
thousands) of combatant s in the space under the cursor. 
Controlled units aay he ordered to dig m or disband froa this 
screen. 

Battles produce sounds of fighting, barbarian victories in 
cities produce sounds of pillage. The colors are bright and 
attractive, and the graphics are well-drawn. I pretty aucb 
aastered the Beginner level of play after a few games (each gaae 
takes only an hour or so!) But the Standard gaae is so far too 
fast for ae, and I do poorly. I don't believe you need to he a 
wargaae enthusiast to enjoy this well-done gaae. Now if I 
disband a few aore Roaans in (forth Africa and beef up the Rhine 



NAPOLEON AT WATERLOO 
is a classic war gaae. rendered in dozens of paper board gases 
and ainiatures displays Steve Krenek's Atari version gives the 
fee) of the best of these, plus the sounds of cannon and 
ansketry when units collide, and the aesic of victory when one 
side or the other achieves a significant advantage. The 
Narseilaise and Sod Save the Queen are the two songs played. In 
fact, you not only hear the cannon booa, but the screen actually 
shows a cannon shot flying froa the artillery to the target. 

The player controls the french infantry, cavalry and 
artillery. The joystick controls all targeting of aoveaent and 
fire i for artillery) If you want infantry to use ausketry, 
just stop its aoveaent adjacent to its target. If you -.^u to 
aelee with bayonet, aove the unit right into the target. Ttie 
aap scrolls over aore than 3 screens of terrain containing ridge 
lines, woods, villages, walled faras and the varioas military 
syBbois designating the coabat units. The button with the 
cursor on a unit will show you the unit naae, nuaber of aen and 
guns in the unit, an evaluation of the unit's aorale (froa Poor 
to High, for French units only), and an indication of the state 
of (disorganization 

The player aust exercise good traffic control in planning 
the assault, for units will not aove through each other. I 
usually end up blocking ay infantry with artillery and cavalry 
(not a good situation!). However, it is disconcerting to see a 
routed unit squirt through the crack between two units touching 
corners on the diagonal! A clock runs froa 11.15 aa to 9.00 pa 
on June 16, 1615 This tiae passes in about an hour or so at 
which tiae the battle is over and you aay read your score. 5e 
far I've not aanaged to win the battle, hut I've scored in the 
high 90.000s several tiaes (100,000 is needed to win!. To start 
with ay scores were abysaal. I've boabarded ay own units with 
Trench artillery, sent unsupported cavalry right into the face 
of 30 suns, or aassed infantry squares. I've done a nuaber of 
things which produced only disaster on the field. To win, yoi 
will need to have close control over your units and he able to 
repel the Prussians when they arrive. The British and Allies 
will not conduct any offensive, although the occasional unit 
5 seas to be ready to take advantage of errors in their front, 
such as seeing soae weak units or exposed artillery to go after 
The Prussians are alaost aindlessly offensive, but if you have 
soae fresh units rerunning you can hold thea off (or even push 
tfcea ba:i> .
